(c) ANALYSIS OF ALTERNATIVES.—The study shall also 15

provide a full analysis of alternative systems that could be 16

deployed to fulfill, in whole or in part, the protective pur-17

poses of the Administration’s proposal. The alternative sys-18

tems shall include a range of feasible combinations of other 19

missile defense systems that are available or are expected 20

to be available as of 2020. In providing the analysis, the 21

study shall examine, for each alternative system included, 22

test by Iran of nearly a dozen missiles and an 22

ongoing effort by Iran to enrich uranium; 23
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(C) the reported proliferation of BM-25 in-1

termediate range ballistic missiles from North 2

Korea to Iran; and 3

(D) the reported January 2007 test by 4

Syria of Scud-D short-range ballistic missiles; 5

(2) the United States must have the capability to 6

defend its homeland and forward-deployed military 7

forces against the threats highlighted in paragraph 8

(1); 9

(3) the United States is committed to working 10

with its allies to obtain the capability to defend our 11

broader national security interests against ballistic 12

missile threats highlighted in paragraph (1); 13

(4) as specified in the John Warner National 14

Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2007, ‘‘It 15

is the policy of the United States that the Department 16

of Defense accord priority within the missile defense 17

program to the development, testing, fielding, and im-18

provement of effective near-term missile defense capa-19

bilities, including the ground-based midcourse defense 20

system, the Aegis ballistic missile defense system, the 21

Patriot PAC-3 system, the Terminal High Altitude 22

Area Defense system, and the sensors necessary to 23

support such systems.’’; 24
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(5) the Congress fully supports efforts by the De-1

partment of Defense to continue development, testing, 2

and fielding of an effective, integrated, robust, layered 3

ballistic missile defense system that is capable of 4

intercepting ballistic missiles as described in para-5

graph (1) in various phases of flight; 6

(6) a layered defense requires fielding compo-7

nents on land and sea, space-based and other sensors, 8

along with the command and control capability that 9

ties the various components together; and 10

(7) it is in the national security interest of the 11

United States to continue development, testing, and 12

operations of the United States ballistic missile de-13

fense system to hedge against uncertainty in the de-14

velopment, test, and fielding of ballistic missile capa-15

bilities by rogue nations. 16

SEC. 231. RESPONSIBILITY FOR HUMAN SYSTEMS INTEGRA-18

TION ACTIVITIES. 19

SEC. 232. EXPANSION OF AUTHORITY FOR ENCOURAGE-18

viding the facilities, services, and equipment. 17

‘‘(D) The defense laboratory or research center may ac-18

cept payment in cash or in kind for fees charged under sub-19

paragraph (C). 20

‘‘(E) Fees accepted under subparagraph (C) shall be 21

credited to the account that was used to cover the costs for 22

which the payment was provided. Amounts so credited shall 23

be merged with amounts in that account, and shall be avail-24
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able for the same purposes, and subject to the same condi-1

tions and limitations, as other amounts in that account.’’. 2

SEC. 233. ARMY VENTURE CAPITAL FUND DEMONSTRATION. 3

The Center shall collect and analyze ‘‘lessons 7

learned’’ and suggestions from State National 8

Guard organizations with existing or developing 9

reintegration programs. The Center shall also as-10

sist in developing training aids and briefing ma-11

terials and training representatives from State 12

National Guard organizations. Representatives 13

from State National Guard organizations with 14

successful reintegration programs may augment 15

the Office staff. 16

(3) ADVISORY BOARD.— 17

(A) APPOINTMENT.—The Chief of the Na-18

tional Guard Bureau shall appoint an advisory 19

board to analyze and report areas of success and 20

areas for necessary improvements. The advisory 21

board shall include, but is not limited to, the Di-22

rector of the Army National Guard, the Director 23

The advisory board shall issue internal reports 14

as necessary and shall submit an initial report 15

to the Committees on Armed Services not later 16

than 180 days after the end of a one-year period 17

from establishment of the Office for Reintegra-18

tion Programs. This report shall contain— 19

(i) an evaluation of the reintegration 20

program’s implementation by State Na-21

tional Guard organizations; 22

(ii) an assessment of any unmet re-23

source requirements; 24
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(iii) an assessment of the reintegration 1

program’s further inclusion of other reserve 2

component members and the necessity for 3

further expansion to incorporate all the re-4

serve components; and 5

(iv) recommendations regarding closer 6

coordination between the Office of Re-7

integration Programs and State National 8

Guard organizations. 9

(D) ANNUAL REPORTS.—The advisory 10

board shall submit annual reports to the Com-11

mittees on Armed Services of the Senate and 12

House of Representatives following the initial re-13

port by the first week in March of subsequent 14

years following the initial report. 15

(4) STATE DEPLOYMENT CYCLE SUPPORT 16

TEAMS.—The Office for Reintegration Programs shall 17

employ personnel to administer the Yellow Ribbon 18

Reintegration Program at the State level. The Chief 19

of the National Guard Bureau shall assign State De-20

ployment Cycle Support Team members based on 21

State need, geographical dispersion, and military 22

population. The Office for Reintegration Programs is 23

encouraged to employ wounded service members and 24
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returning combat veterans whenever possible. The pri-1

The Office 15

of Reintegration Programs shall consult with affected 16

State National Guard organizations following the 17

issuance of a mobilization alert and implement the 18

reintegration events in accordance with the Re-19

integration Program phase model. 20

(2) PRE-DEPLOYMENT PHASE.—The pre-deploy-21

ment phase shall constitute the time from first notifi-22

cation of mobilization until deployment of the mobi-23

lized National Guard unit. Events and activities shall 24

focus on providing education and ensuring the readi-25
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ness of service members, families, and communities 1

for the rigors of a combat deployment. 2

(3) DEPLOYMENT PHASE.—The deployment 3

phase shall constitute the period from deployment of 4

the mobilized National Guard unit until the unit ar-5

rives at a demobilization station inside the conti-6

nental United States. Events and services provided 7

shall focus on the challenges and stress associated 8

with separation and having a member in a combat 9

zone. Information sessions shall utilize State National 10

Guard resources in coordination with the Employer 11

Support of Guard and Reserve Office, Transition As-12

sistance Advisors, and the State Family Programs 13

Director. 14

(4) DEMOBILIZATION PHASE.— 15

(A) IN GENERAL.—The demobilization 16

phase shall constitute the period from arrival of 17

the National Guard unit at the demobilization 18

station until its departure for home station. In 19

the interest of returning members as soon as pos-20

sible to their home stations, reintegration brief-21

ings during the demobilization phase shall be 22

minimized. State Deployment Cycle Support 23

Teams are encouraged, however, to assist demobi-24

lizing members in enrolling in the Department 25
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of Veterans Affairs system using form 1010EZ 1

during the Demobilization Phase. State Deploy-2

ment Cycle Support Teams may provide other 3

events from the initial reintegration activity as 4

determined by the State National Guard organi-5

zations. Remaining events shall be conducted 6

during the post-deployment-reconstitution phase. 7

(B) INITIAL REINTEGRATION ACTIVITY.— 8

The purpose of this reintegration program is to 9

educate service members about the resources that 10

are available to them and to connect members to 11

service providers who can assist them in over-12

coming the challenges of reintegration 13

(5) POST-DEPLOYMENT-RECONSTITUTION 14

PHASE.— 15

(A) IN GENERAL.—The post-deployment-re-16

constitution phase shall constitute the period 17

from arrival at home station until 180 days fol-18

lowing demobilization. Activities and services 19

provided shall focus on reconnecting service 20

members with their families and communities 21

and providing resources and information nec-22

essary for successful reintegration. Reintegration 23

events shall begin with elements of the Initial 24
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Reintegration Activity program that were not 1

completed during the demobilization phase. 2

(D) MONTHLY INDIVIDUAL REINTEGRATION 22

PROGRAM.—The Office for Reintegration Pro-23

grams, in coordination with State National 24

Guard organizations, shall offer a monthly re-25
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integration program for individual service mem-1

bers released from active duty or formerly in a 2

medical hold status. The program shall focus on 3

the special needs of this service member subset 4

and the Office for Reintegration Programs shall 5

develop an appropriate program of services and 6

information. 7

War, including personnel who were held as prisoners 17

of war or listed as missing in action, for their service 18

and sacrifice on behalf of the United States and to 19

thank and honor the families of these veterans.

during the Vietnam War and the contributions of 22

(3) To pay tribute to the contributions made on 1

the home front by the people of the United States dur-2

ing the Vietnam War. 3

(4) To highlight the advances in technology, 4

science, and medicine related to military research 5

conducted during the Vietnam War. 6

(5) To recognize the contributions and sacrifices 7

made by the allies of the United States during the 8

Vietnam War. 9

(d) NAMES AND SYMBOLS.—The Secretary of Defense 10

shall have the sole and exclusive right to use the name ‘‘The 11

United States of America Vietnam War Commemoration’’, 12

and such seal, emblems, and badges incorporating such 13

name as the Secretary may lawfully adopt. Nothing in this 14

section may be construed to supersede rights that are estab-15

lished or vested before the date of the enactment of this Act.

the Secretary of Defense may accept from any person 15

voluntary services to be provided in furtherance of the 16

commemorative program. 17

(2) TREATMENT OF VOLUNTEERS.—A person 18

providing voluntary services under this subsection 19

shall be considered to be a Federal employee for pur-20

poses of chapter 81 of title 5, United States Code, re-21

lating to compensation for work-related injuries.

SEC. 801. DEFINITION OF COMMERCIAL SERVICES. 3

(a) COMMERCIAL ITEM REGULATIONS TO BE USED 4

ONLY FOR COMMERCIAL SERVICES MEETING STATUTORY 5

DEFINITION.—The Administrator for Federal Procurement 6

Policy shall revise the Federal Acquisition Regulation to en-7

sure that only commercial services as defined in section 8

4(12)(F) of the Office of Federal Procurement Policy Act 9

(41 U.S.C. 403(12)(F)) are procured under procedures set 10

forth in Part 12 of the Federal Acquisition Regulation.

by an agency outside the Department of Defense. 5

(2) ACQUISITION OFFICIAL.—The term ‘‘acquisi-6

tion under subsection (a) with respect to a contract also 25

(c), funds appropriated or otherwise available to the De-22

partment of Defense may not be used for the procurement 23

of goods or services from a source subject to sanctions for 24

offer from, award a contract or subcontract to, or ex-10

tend a contract or subcontract with a source described 11

in that subsection. The exception in the preceding sen-12

tence may not be used if the same or reasonably 13

equivalent products or services are available from a 14

non-sanctioned source. 15

(2) NOTICE TO CONGRESS.—The Secretary shall 16

transmit to the Committees on Armed Services of the 17

Senate and the House of Representatives a notice of 18

any determination made under paragraph (1) at the 19

time of the determination. 20

SEC. 806. LEAD SYSTEMS INTEGRATORS. 21

(a) PROHIBITION ON THE USE OF LEAD SYSTEMS IN-22

TEGRATORS.—The Department of Defense may not award 23

any new contracts for lead systems integrator functions in 24

the acquisition of major systems, effective October 1, 2011. 25
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(b) PLAN FOR ACQUISITION WORKFORCE.— 1

(1) REQUIREMENT.—The Secretary of Defense 2

shall develop a plan for establishing the appropriate 3

size of the acquisition workforce to accomplish inher-4

ently governmental functions related to acquisition of 5

major weapons systems.

(E) identify the additional personnel or hir-21

ing authorities that may be required on an in-22

terim basis, until such time as the Department 23

of Defense has sufficient government personnel to 24
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fill the positions designated as inherently govern-1

mental. 2

(2) DEADLINE.—The plan described in para-3

graph (1) shall be submitted to the congressional de-4

fense committees no later than October 1, 2008. 5

(c) EXCEPTION FOR CONTRACTS FOR OTHER MANAGE-6

MENT SERVICES.—The Department of Defense may con-7

tinue to award contracts for the procurement of services the 8

primary purpose of which is to perform acquisition support 9

functions with respect to the development or production of 10

a major system, if the following conditions are met: 11

(1) The contractor may not perform inherently 12

governmental functions, as may be prescribed by the 13

Secretary of Defense, including— 14

(A) determining courses of action to be 15

taken in the best interest of the government; and 16

(B) determining best technical performance 17

for the warfighter; and 18

(2) a prime contractor for such a contract may 19

not award a subcontract to an entity owned in whole 20

or in part by the prime contractor.

SEC. 810. DEBARMENT OF CONTRACTORS CONVICTED OF 9

CRIMINAL VIOLATIONS OF THE ARMS EXPORT 10

CONTROL ACT. 11

(a) DEBARMENT.—Except as provided in subsection 12

(b), if the Secretary of Defense determines that a contractor 13

or prospective contractor has been convicted of a criminal 14

violation of any provision of the Arms Export Control Act 15

(22 U.S.C. 2751 et seq.), the Secretary shall debar such con-16

tractor or prospective contractor from contracting with the 17

Department of Defense for a period not to exceed 5 years, 18

not later than 90 days after determining that the contractor 19

has been so convicted. 20

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in Iraq or Afghanistan may be awarded by the De-1

partment of Defense, the Department of State, or the 2

United States Agency for International Development 3

(A) unless the memorandum required by subsection 4

(a) has been signed by the Secretary of Defense, the 5

Secretary of State, or the Administrator of the United 6

States Agency for International Development, respec-7

tively; and (B) the department or agency concerned 8

has initiated use of the common database identified 9

in such memorandum to track contracts in Iraq or 10

Afghanistan.

Department of Defense, the Department of State, or 6

the United States Agency for International Develop-7

ment. 8

(2) Identification of the roles and responsibilities 9

of each department or agency for matters relating to 10

contracting for contracts in Iraq or Afghanistan. 11

(3) Responsibility for authorizing the carrying of 12

weapons in performance of such contracts. 13

(4) Responsibility for establishing minimum 14

qualifications, including background checks, for per-15

sonnel carrying weapons in performance of such con-16

tracts. 17

(5) Responsibility for setting rules of engagement 18

for personnel carrying weapons in performance of 19

such contracts. 20

(6) Responsibility for establishing procedures for, 21

and the coordination of, movement of contractor per-22

sonnel in Iraq or Afghanistan. 23

(7) Identification of a common database that 24

will serve as a repository of information on all con-25

(3) For each period covered by the strategy, a de-14

scription of the space capabilities that are needed for 15

the period, and the space capabilities that are desired 16

for the period, including— 17

(A) the hardware, software, and other mate-18

rials or services to be developed or procured; 19

(B) the management and organizational 20

changes to be achieved; and 21

(C) concepts of operations, tactics, tech-22

niques, and procedures to be employed. 23

(4) For each period covered by the strategy, an 24

assessment of the gaps and shortfalls between the 25
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space capabilities that are needed for the period (and 1

the space capabilities that are desired for the period) 2

and the space capabilities currently contained in the 3

program of record. 4

(5) For each period covered by the strategy, a 5

comprehensive plan for investment in space capabili-6

ties that identifies specific program and technology 7

investments to be made in that period. 8

(6) A description of the current processes by 9

which the requirements of the Department of Defense 10

for space systems protection are addressed in space 11

acquisition programs and during key milestone deci-12

sions, an assessment of the adequacy of those proc-13

esses, and an identification of the actions of the De-14

partment for addressing any inadequacies in those 15

processes. 16

(7) A description of the current processes by 17

which the Department of Defense program and budget 18

for space systems protection capabilities (including 19

capabilities that are incorporated into single pro-20

grams and capabilities that span multiple programs), 21

an assessment of the adequacy of those processes, and 22

an identification of the actions of the Department for 23

addressing any inadequacies in those processes. 24
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(8) A description of the organizational and man-1

agement structure of the Department of Defense for 2

addressing policy, planning, acquisition, and oper-3

ations with respect to space capabilities, a description 4

of the roles and responsibilities of each organization, 5

and an identification of the actions of the Depart-6

ment for addressing any inadequacies in that struc-7

ture. 8

(d) PERIODS COVERED.—The strategy required by 9

subsection (b) shall cover the following periods: 10

(1) Fiscal years 2008 through 2013. 11

(2) Fiscal years 2014 through 2019. 12

(3) Fiscal years 2020 through 2025. 13

(e) SPACE CAPABILITIES DEFINED.—In this section, 14

the term ‘‘space capabilities’’ means capabilities, consistent 15

with international law and treaties, for space situational 16

awareness and for space systems protection. 17

(f) REPORT; BIENNIAL UPDATE.— 18

(1) REPORT.—Not later than March 15, 2008, 19

the Secretary of Defense shall submit to the congres-20

sional defense committees a report on the strategy re-21

quired by subsection (b), including each of the matters 22

required by subsection (c).

Grass Army Depot, Kentucky, through the demonstra-8

tion of systems employing alternative technologies to 9

the incineration process. 10

(5) Current ACWA plans call for the use of neu-11

tralization followed by on-site biotreatment of aqueous 12

secondary wastes to destroy the Pueblo stockpile, and 13

the use of neutralization followed by on-site supercrit-14

ical water oxidation treatment of aqueous secondary 15

wastes to destroy the Blue Grass stockpile. 16

(6) Affected communities in Colorado and Ken-17

tucky, represented respectively by the Colorado Chem-18

ical Demilitarization Citizens’ Advisory Commission 19

(CO CAC) and the Chemical Destruction Community 20

Advisory Board (CDCAB), have made clear their 21

preference for on-site treatment of aqueous secondary 22

wastes over off-site treatment.

2359) contained a 1

Sense of Congress urging the Secretary of Defense to 2

ensure the elimination of the United States chemical 3

weapons stockpile in the shortest time possible, con-4

sistent with the requirement to protect public health, 5

safety, and the environment. 6

(8) Section 921(b)(4) of that Act contained a 7

with the support of affected communities. 10

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 11

(1) continue with its plan for on-site disposal of 13

(b) PAYMENT OF COSTS AND DISPOSITION OF 8

FUNDS.— 9

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall ensure, 10

through the advance payment required by paragraph 11

(2) and through any other payments that may be re-12

quired, that a recipient of toxic chemicals or precur-13

sors under subsection (a) pays for all actual costs, in-14

cluding direct and indirect costs, associated with pro-15

viding the toxic chemicals or precursors. 16

(2) ADVANCE PAYMENT.—In carrying out para-17

graph (1), the Secretary shall require each recipient 18

to make an advance payment in an amount that the 19

Secretary determines will equal all such actual costs. 20

to serve as chairman of the commission and one 20

member to serve as vice chairman. 21

(B) CONSULTATION.—The designations 22

under subparagraph (A) shall be made in con-23

sultation with the ranking minority members of 24

the committees described in that subparagraph. 25
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(3) PERIOD OF APPOINTMENT; VACANCIES.— 1

Members shall be appointed for the life of the commis-2

sion. Any vacancy in the commission shall be filled 3

in the same manner as the original appointment. 4

(c) DUTIES.— 5

(1) REVIEW.—The commission shall conduct a 6

review of the strategic posture of the United States, 7

including a strategic threat assessment and a detailed 8

review of nuclear weapons policy, strategy, and force 9

structure. 10

(2) ASSESSMENT AND RECOMMENDATIONS.— 11

(A) ASSESSMENT.—The commission shall 12

assess the benefits and risks associated with the 13

current strategic posture and nuclear weapons 14

policies of the United States. 15

(B) RECOMMENDATIONS.—The commission 16

shall make recommendations as to the most ap-17

propriate strategic posture and most effective nu-18

clear weapons strategy. 19

(d) COOPERATION FROM GOVERNMENT.— 20

(1) COOPERATION.—In carrying out its duties, 21

the commission shall receive the full and timely co-22

operation of the Secretary of Defense, the Secretary of 23

Energy, the Secretary of State, the Director of Na-24

tional Intelligence, and any other United States Gov-25
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ernment official in providing the commission with 1

analyses, briefings, and other information necessary 2

for the fulfillment of its responsibilities. 3

(2) LIAISON.—The Secretary of Defense, the Sec-4

retary of Energy, the Secretary of State, and the Di-5

rector of National Intelligence shall each designate at 6

least one officer or employee of the Department of De-7

fense, the Department of Energy, the Department of 8

State, and the intelligence community, respectively, to 9

serve as a liaison officer between the department (or 10

the intelligence community, as the case may be) and 11

the commission. 12

(e) REPORT.—Not later than December 1, 2008, the 13

commission shall submit to the President, the Secretary of 14

Defense, the Secretary of Energy, the Secretary of State, 15

the Committee on Armed Services of the Senate, and the 16

tives a report on the commission’s findings, conclusions, 18

and recommendations.

ing force-on-force exchange modeling, to calculate the 5

effectiveness of the strategy under various scenarios; 6

(4) the nuclear infrastructure (that is, the size of 7

the nuclear complex) required to support the strategy; 8

(5) an assessment of the role of missile defenses 9

in the strategy; 10

(6) an assessment of the role of nonproliferation 11

programs in the strategy; 12

(7) the political and military implications of the 13

strategy for the United States and its allies; and 14

(8) any other information or recommendations 15

relating to the strategy (or to the strategic posture) 16

that the commission considers appropriate. 17

(f) FUNDING.—Of the amounts appropriated or other-18

wise made available pursuant to this Act to the Department 19

of Defense, $5,000,000 is available to fund the activities of 20

the commission. 21

(g) TERMINATION.—The commission shall terminate 22

on June 1, 2009. 23

as a result of undercover investigative work, declared 2

the acquisition of the surplus United States military 3

equipment, including parts for F–14 fighter aircraft, 4

to be disturbingly effortless.

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 8

that, while the M109 155mm self-propelled howitzer has 9

(1) has not been timely in procuring a replace-13

ment for the M109; and 14

(2) should transition to the NLOS-C as the re-15

placement for the M109.

‘‘(1) so hinders the execution of the laws of that 3

State, and of the United States within the State, that 4

any part or class of its people is deprived of a right, 5

privilege, immunity, or protection named in the Con-6

stitution and secured by law, and the constituted au-7

thorities of that State are unable, fail, or refuse to 8

protect that right, privilege, or immunity, or to give 9

that protection; or 10

‘‘(2) opposes or obstructs the execution of the 11

laws of the United States or impedes the course of jus-12

tice under those laws. 13

In any situation covered by clause (1), the State shall be 14

considered to have denied the equal protection of the laws 15

secured by the Constitution.’’. 16

tation of the Multi-National Forces–Iraq/United States 25
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Embassy Baghdad Joint Campaign Plan (hereinafter in 1

this section referred to as the ‘‘Joint Campaign Plan’’) since 2

January 1, 2007, and efforts by the Government of Iraq 3

to achieve political reform in Iraq. 4

(b) ASSESSMENT REQUIRED.—The Commander, 5

Multi-National Forces–Iraq and the United States Ambas-6

sador to Iraq shall jointly submit to the Secretary of De-7

fense and the Secretary of State an assessment of the situa-8

tion in Iraq. The assessment shall be submitted in time to 9

be included in the report required by subsection (a), and 10

shall be included in the report, together with any comments 11

thereon by the Secretary of Defense or the Secretary of 12

equivalent plan of the Government of Iraq used 8

to measure progress for Iraqi Security Forces 9

undertaking joint operations with Coalition 10

forces.

(2) Efforts by the Government of Iraq in taking 12

Iraq and an overall assessment of security for the 10

country, to include the following: 11

(A) Trends in casualties among Coalition 12

forces, Iraqi Security Forces, and civilians. 13

(B) Trends in weekly attacks on Coalition 14

forces, Iraqi Security Forces, and civilians. 15

(C) Trends in sectarian violence, including 16

both the number of incidents and the casualties 17

that have resulted. 18

(D) Trends in high-profile attacks, includ-19

ing attacks utilizing suicide bombings and vehi-20

cle-borne improvised explosive devices. 21

(4) An assessment of the effectiveness of Iraqi Se-22

curity Forces, to include the following: 23

(A) The number of battalions in the Iraqi 24

Army currently conducting operations against 25
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insurgents, the level of personnel strength of such 1

battalions, and efforts by the Iraqi or Coalition 2

authorities to increase the number of such battal-3

ions. 4

(B) The number of Iraqi Security Force 5

units, at the battalion level and above, that are 6

operating independently of Coalition forces or 7

with only support of Coalition forces.

subsection (a), and every 180 days thereafter until 6

United States combat forces have been redeployed 7

from Iraq, the Secretary of Defense shall submit to the 8

appropriate congressional committees an update of 9

the report required by subsection (a). 10

(2) MATTERS TO BE INCLUDED.—Each update of 11

the report required by subsection (a) shall include an 12

update of the assessment and any comments thereon 13

required by subsection (b), an update of the elements 14

described in subsection (c), and an update of the fur-15

ther assessment required by paragraph (1) of sub-16

section (d) for the six-month period beginning on the 17

date of the submission of the update and an update 18

of the contingency plans required by paragraph (2) of 19

subsection (d) for such six-month period.

the United States has formally transferred responsi-13

bility for the security of the province to the Iraqi Se-14

curity Forces under the Provincial Iraqi Control 15

(PIC) process. 16

(6) The contribution each battalion or larger for-17

mation or equivalent of the Iraqi Army, Iraqi Na-18

tional Police, Iraqi Police Service, and all other secu-19

rity and intelligence forces under the control of the 20

Ministry of Defense or the Ministry of the Interior of 21

Iraq are making to overall stability in their area of 22

operation.

SEC. 1231. SPECIAL INSPECTOR GENERAL FOR AFGHANI-15

STAN RECONSTRUCTION. 16

(a) PURPOSES.—The purposes of this section are as 17

follows: 18

(1) To provide for the independent and objective 19

conduct and supervision of audits and investigations 20

relating to the programs and operations funded with 21

amounts appropriated or otherwise made available to 22

the Department of Defense for the reconstruction of 23

Afghanistan. 24
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(2) To provide for the independent and objective 1

leadership and coordination of, and recommendations 2

on, policies designed to— 3

(A) promote economy efficiency, and effec-4

tiveness in the administration of the programs 5

and operations described in paragraph (1); and 6

(B) prevent and detect waste, fraud, and 7

abuse in such programs and operations. 8

(3) To provide for an independent and objective 9

means of keeping the Secretary of Defense fully and 10

currently informed about problems and deficiencies 11

relating to the administration of such programs and 12

operations and the necessity for and progress for cor-13

rective action. 14

(b) OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL.—There is hereby 15

established the Office of the Special Inspector General for 16

Afghanistan Reconstruction to carry out the purposes of 17

subsection (a). 18

(c) APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTOR GENERAL; RE-19

MOVAL.—(1) The head of the Office of the Special Inspector 20

General for Afghanistan Reconstruction is the Special In-21

spector General for Afghanistan Reconstruction (in this sec-22

tion referred to as the ‘‘Inspector General’’), who shall be 23

appointed by the President. 24
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(2) The appointment of Inspector General shall be 1

made solely on the basis of integrity and demonstrated abil-2

ity in accounting, auditing, financial analysis, law, man-3

agement analysis, public administration, or investigations. 4

(3) The nomination of an individual as Inspector Gen-5

eral shall be made not later than 30 days after the date 6

of the enactment of this Act. 7

(4) The annual rate of basic pay of the Inspector Gen-8

eral shall be the annual rate of basic pay provided for posi-9

tions at level IV of the Executive Schedule under section 10

5315 of title 5, United States Code. 11

(5) The requirements described in paragraphs (4) and 12

(5) of section 3001(c) of the Emergency Supplemental Ap-13

propriations Act for Defense and for the Reconstruction of 14

Iraq and Afghanistan, 2004 (Public Law 108–106; 117 15

Stat. 1234–1238; 5 U.S.C. App., note to section 8G of Pub-16

lic Law 95–452) shall apply to the Inspector General in 17

the same manner and to the same extent as such require-18

ments apply to the Special Inspector General for Iraq Re-19

construction. 20

(d) ASSISTANT INSPECTORS GENERAL.—The Inspector 21

General shall, in accordance with applicable laws and regu-22

lations governing the civil service— 23

(1) appoint an Assistant Inspector General for 24

Auditing who shall have the responsibility for super-25
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vising the performance of auditing activities relating 1

to programs and operations supported by amounts 2

appropriated or otherwise made available to the De-3

partment of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghani-4

stan; and 5

(2) appoint an Assistant Inspector General for 6

Investigations who shall have the responsibility for 7

supervising the performance of investigative activities 8

relating to such programs and operations. 9

(e) SUPERVISION.—(1) Except as provided in para-10

graph (2), the Inspector General shall report directly to, 11

and be under the general supervision of, the Secretary of 12

Defense. 13

(2) No officer of the Department of Defense shall pre-14

vent or prohibit the Inspector General from initiating, car-15

rying out, or completing any audit or investigation related 16

to amounts appropriated or otherwise made available to the 17

Department of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghanistan 18

or from issuing any subpoena during the course of any such 19

audit or investigation. 20

(f) DUTIES.—(1) It shall be the duty of the Inspector 21

General to conduct, supervise, and coordinate audits and 22

investigations of the treatment, handling, and expenditure 23

of amounts appropriated or otherwise made available to the 24

Department of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghani-25
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stan, and of the programs, operations, and contracts carried 1

out utilizing such funds, including— 2

(A) the oversight and accounting of the obli-3

gation and expenditure of such funds; 4

(B) the monitoring and review of recon-5

struction activities funded by such funds; 6

(C) the monitoring and review of contracts 7

funded by such funds; 8

(D) the monitoring and review of the trans-9

fer of such funds and associated information be-10

tween and among departments, agencies, and en-11

tities of the United States and private and non-12

governmental entities; and 13

(E) the maintenance of records on the use 14

of such funds to facilitate future audits and in-15

vestigations of the use of such funds. 16

(2) The Inspector General shall establish, maintain, 17

and oversee such systems, procedures, and controls as the 18

Inspector General considers appropriate to discharge the 19

duty under paragraph (1). 20

(3) In addition to the duties specified in paragraphs 21

(1) and (2), the Inspector General shall also have the duties 22

and responsibilities of inspectors general under the Inspec-23

tor General Act of 1978. 24
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(4) In carrying out the duties, responsibilities, and au-1

thorities of the Inspector General under this section, the In-2

spector General shall coordinate with, and receive the co-3

operation of, the Inspector General of the Department of 4

Defense. 5

(g) POWERS AND AUTHORITIES.—(1) In carrying out 6

the duties specified in subsection (f), the Inspector General 7

shall have the authorities provided in section 6 of the In-8

spector General Act of 1978, including the authorities under 9

subsection (e) of such section. 10

(2) The Inspector General shall carry out the duty 11

specified in subsection (f)(1) in accordance with section 12

4(b)(1) of the Inspector General Act of 1978. 13

(h) PERSONNEL, FACILITIES, AND OTHER RE-14

SOURCES.—(1) The powers and authorities described in 15

paragraphs (1) through (3) of section 3001(h) of the Emer-16

gency Supplemental Appropriations Act for Defense and for 17

the Reconstruction of Iraq and Afghanistan, 2004 shall 18

apply to the Inspector General in the same manner and 19

to the same extent as such requirements apply to the Special 20

Inspector General for Iraq Reconstruction. 21

(2) Whenever information or assistance requested by 22

the Inspector General is, in the judgment of the Inspector 23

General, unreasonably refused or not provided from any de-24

partment, agency, or other entity of the Federal Govern-25
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ment, the Inspector General shall report the circumstances 1

to the Secretary of Defense and to the congressional defense 2

committees. 3

(3) The Secretary of Defense shall provide the Inspec-4

tor General with appropriate and adequate office space at 5

appropriate locations of the Department of Defense in Af-6

ghanistan, together with such equipment, office supplies, 7

and communications facilities and services as may be nec-8

essary for the operation of such offices, and shall provide 9

necessary maintenance services for such offices and the 10

equipment and facilities located therein. 11

(i) REPORTS.—(1) Not later than 30 days after the 12

end of each fiscal-year quarter, the Inspector General shall 13

submit to the congressional defense committees a report 14

summarizing, for the period of that quarter and, to the ex-15

tent possible, the period from the end of such quarter to 16

the time of the submission of the report, the activities dur-17

ing such period of the Inspector General and the activities 18

under programs and operations funded with amounts ap-19

propriated or otherwise made available to the Department 20

of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghanistan. Each re-21

port shall include, for the period covered by such report, 22

a detailed statement of all obligations, expenditures, and 23

revenues of the Department of Defense associated with re-24
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construction and rehabilitation activities in Afghanistan, 1

(A) Obligations and expenditures of appro-3

priated funds by the Department of Defense. 4

(B) A project-by-project and program-by- 5

program accounting of the costs incurred to date 6

by the Department of Defense for the reconstruc-7

tion of Afghanistan, together with the estimate of 8

the Department of Defense of the costs to com-9

plete each project and each program. 10

(C) Revenues attributable to or consisting of 11

funds provided by foreign nations or inter-12

national organizations to programs and projects 13

funded by the Department of Defense, and any 14

obligations or expenditures of such revenues. 15

(D) Revenues attributable to or consisting of 16

foreign assets seized or frozen that contribute to 17

programs and projects funded by the Department 18

of Defense, and any obligations or expenditures 19

of such revenues. 20

(E) Operating expenses of agencies or enti-21

ties receiving amounts appropriated or otherwise 22

made available to the Department of Defense for 23

the reconstruction of Afghanistan. 24
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(F) In the case of any contract described in 1

paragraph (2)— 2

(i) the amount of the contract or other 3

agreement; 4

(ii) a brief discussion of the scope of 5

the contract or other agreement; 6

(iii) a discussion of how the Depart-7

ment of Defense identified, and solicited of-8

fers from, potential contractors to perform 9

the contract, together with a list of the po-10

tential contractors that were issued solicita-11

tions for the offers; and 12

(iv) the justification and approval doc-13

uments on which was based the determina-14

tion to use procedures other than procedures 15

that provide for full and open competition. 16

(2) A contract described in this paragraph is any 17

major contract or other agreement that is entered into by 18

the Department of Defense that involves the use of amounts 19

appropriated or otherwise made available to the Depart-20

ment of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghanistan with 21

any public or private sector entity for any of the following 22

purposes: 23

(A) To build or rebuild physical infrastructure 24

of Afghanistan. 25
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(B) To establish or reestablish a political or soci-1

etal institution of Afghanistan. 2

(C) To provide products or services to the people 3

of Afghanistan. 4

(3) The Inspector General shall submit to the congres-5

sional defense committees semiannual reports meeting the 6

requirements of section 5 of the Inspector General Act of 7

1978. The first such report for a year, covering the first 8

six months of the year, shall be submitted not later than 9

July 31 of that year, and the second such report, covering 10

the second six months of the year, shall be submitted not 11

later than January 31 of the following year. 12

(4) The Inspector General shall publish each report 13

under this subsection in both English and other languages, 14

which the Inspector General determines are widely used and 15

understood in Afghanistan, on the Internet website of the 16

Department of Defense. 17

(5) Each report under this subsection may include a 18

classified annex if the Inspector General considers it nec-19

essary. 20

(6) Nothing in this subsection shall be construed to au-21

thorize the public disclosure of information that is— 22

(A) specifically prohibited from disclosure by 23

any other provision of law; 24
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(B) specifically required by Executive order to be 1

protected from disclosure in the interest of national 2

defense or national security or in the conduct of for-3

eign affairs; or 4

(C) a part of an ongoing criminal investigation. 5

(j) REPORT COORDINATION.—(1) The Inspector Gen-6

eral shall also submit each report under subsection (i) to 7

the Secretary of Defense. 8

(2)(A) Not later than 30 days after receipt of a report 9

under paragraph (1), the Secretary of Defense may submit 10

to the congressional defense committees any comments on 11

the matters covered by the report as the Secretary of Defense 12

considers appropriate. 13

(B) A report under this paragraph may include a clas-14

sified annex if the Secretary of Defense considers it nec-15

essary. 16

(k) TRANSPARENCY.—(1) Not later than 60 days after 17

the date of the submittal to Congress of a report under sub-18

section (i), the Secretary of Defense shall make copies of 19

such report available to the public upon request, and at a 20

reasonable cost. 21

(2) Not later than 60 days after the date of the sub-22

mittal to Congress under subsection (j)(2) of comments on 23

a report under subsection (i), the Secretary of Defense shall 24
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make copies of such comments available to the public upon 1

request, and at a reasonable cost. 2

(l) WAIVER.—(1) The President may waive the re-3

quirement under paragraph (1) or (2) of subsection (k) with 4

respect to availability to the public of any element in a 5

report under subsection (i), or any comment under sub-6

section (j)(2), if the President determines that the waiver 7

is justified for national security reasons. 8

(2) The President shall publish a notice of each waiver 9

made under this subsection in the Federal Register no later 10

than the date on which a report required under paragraph 11

(1) or (3) of subsection (i), or any comment under sub-12

section (j)(2), is submitted to Congress. The reports required 13

under paragraph (1) or (3) of subsection (i), and the com-14

ments required under subsection (j)(2), shall specify whether 15

waivers under this subsection were made and with respect 16

to which elements in the reports or which comments, as ap-17

propriate. 18

(m) DEFINITION.—In this section, the term ‘‘amounts 19

appropriated or otherwise made available to the Depart-20

ment of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghanistan’’ 21

means amounts appropriated or otherwise made available 22

for any fiscal year— 23

(1) to the Afghanistan Security Forces Fund; 24
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(2) to the program to assist the people of Afghan-1

istan established under subsection (a)(2) of section 2

1202 of the National Defense Authorization for Fiscal 3

Year 2006 (Public Law 109–163; 119 Stat. 3455– 4

3456); or 5

(3) to the Department of Defense for assistance 6

for the reconstruction of Afghanistan under any other 7

provision of law. 8

(n) FUNDING.—(1) Of the amounts appropriated for 9

fiscal year 2008 to the Afghanistan Security Forces Fund, 10

such sums as may be necessary shall be available to carry 11

out this section. 12

(2) The amount available under paragraph (1) shall 13

remain available until expended. 14

(o) TERMINATION.—(1) The Office of the Inspector 15

General shall terminate 10 months after 80 percent of the 16

funds appropriated or otherwise made available to the De-17

partment of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghanistan 18

have been expended. 19

(2) The Special Inspector General for Afghanistan Re-20

construction shall, prior to the termination of the Office of 21

the Special Inspector General under paragraph (1), prepare 22

and submit to the congressional defense committees a final 23

forensic audit report on all funds deemed to be amounts 24
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appropriated or otherwise made available to the Depart-1

ment of Defense for the reconstruction of Afghanistan. 2

SEC. 1232. REPORT ON PROGRESS TOWARD SECURITY AND 3

STABILITY IN AFGHANISTAN. 4

(a) REPORT REQUIRED.—Not later than 90 days after 5

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of De-6

fense shall submit to the appropriate congressional commit-7

tees a report on progress toward security and stability in 8

Afghanistan. 9

(b) COORDINATION.—The report required by subsection 10

(a) shall be prepared in coordination with the Secretary 11

of State, the Attorney General, the Administrator of the 12

Drug Enforcement Administration, the Administrator of 13

the United States Agency for International Development, 14

the Secretary of Agriculture, and the head of any other de-15

partment or agency of the Government of the United States 16

involved with activities relating to security and stability 17

in Afghanistan. 18

(c) MATTERS TO BE INCLUDED: STRATEGIC DIREC-19

TION OF UNITED STATES ACTIVITIES RELATING TO SECU-20

RITY AND STABILITY IN AFGHANISTAN.—The report re-21

quired by subsection (a) shall include a description of the 22

strategic direction of activities of the United States relating 23

to security and stability in Afghanistan. Such description 24
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shall include a general overview followed by a separate de-1

tailed section for each of the following: 2

(1) AFGHANISTAN NATIONAL SECURITY FORCES 3

CAPACITY-BUILDING.—A description of the following: 4

(A) A clear, comprehensive and effective 5

long-term strategy and budget, with defined ob-6

jectives, for activities relating to strengthening 7

the resources, capabilities, and effectiveness of the 8

Afghanistan National Army (ANA) and the Af-9

ghanistan National Police (ANP) of the Afghani-10

stan National Security Forces (ANSF), which 11

ensure that a strong and fully-capable ANSF is 12

able to independently and effectively conduct op-13

erations and maintain security and stability in 14

Afghanistan (hereinafter in this section referred 15

to as ‘‘ANSF capacity-building’’). 16

(B) Any actions to achieve the following 17

goals with respect to ANSF capacity-building, 18

and the results of such actions: 19

(i) Improve coordination with all rel-20

evant departments and agencies of the 21

man Office are to provide policy guidance to, and 5

oversight of, the ombudsman offices in the military 6

departments.

to support the families of wounded and injured mem-24

bers of the Armed Forces. 25
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(c) ASSETS OF FUND.—There shall be deposited into 1

the Fund any amount appropriated to the Fund, which 2

shall constitute the assets of the Fund. 3

(d) TRANSFER OF FUNDS.— 4

(1) AUTHORITY TO TRANSFER.—The Secretary of 5

Defense may transfer amounts in the Fund to appro-6

priations accounts for military personnel; operation 7

and maintenance; procurement; research, develop-8

ment, test, and evaluation; military construction; and 9

the Defense Health Program. Amounts so transferred 10

shall be merged with and available for the same pur-11

poses and for the same time period as the appropria-12

tion account to which transferred. 13

(2) ADDITION TO OTHER AUTHORITY.—The 14

transfer authority provided in paragraph (1) is in 15

addition to any other transfer authority available to 16

the Department of Defense.

(e) WOUNDED WARRIOR REGIMENT PROGRAM.—The 6

Secretary of Defense shall ensure that $10,000,000 for fiscal 7

year 2008 is transferred from the Medical Support Fund 8

to support programs, activities, and facilities associated 9

with the Marine Corps Wounded Warrior Regiment pro-10

gram, to be used as follows: 11

(1) $6,550,000 for Case Management and Pa-12

tient Support. 13

(2) $1,200,000 for Wounded Warrior Interim 14

Regimental Headquarters Building conversion. 15

(3) $1,300,000 for Case Management System De-16

velopment. 17

(4) $95,000 for Support Equipment. 18

(f) FUNDING.—Of the amounts authorized to be appro-19

priated pursuant to section 421 for military personnel ac-20

counts, $50,000,000 is authorized for the Department of De-21

fense Medical Support Fund. Such funds shall remain 22

available through September 30, 2008. 23
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SEC. 1423. OVERSIGHT BOARD FOR WOUNDED WARRIORS. 1

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—There is hereby established a 2

board to be known as the Oversight Board for Wounded 3

Warriors (in this section referred to as the ‘‘Oversight 4

fense policies regarding the provision of quality 4

lodging to recovering service members; and 5

(F) such other matters relating to the eval-6

uation and care of recovering service members, 7

including evaluation under disability evaluation 8

systems, as the Board considers appropriate. 9

(2) VISITS TO MILITARY MEDICAL TREATMENT 10

FACILITIES.—In carrying out its duties, each member 11

of the Oversight Board shall visit not less than three 12

military medical treatment facilities each year, and 13

the Board shall conduct each year one meeting of all 14

the members of the Board at a military medical treat-15

ment facility. 16

(f) STAFF.—The Secretary shall make available the 17

services of at least two officials or employees of the Depart-18

ment of Defense to provide support and assistance to mem-19

bers of the Oversight Board. 20

(g) TRAVEL EXPENSES.—Members of the Oversight 21

Board shall be allowed travel expenses, including per diem 22

in lieu of subsistence, at rates authorized for employees of 23

agencies under subchapter I of chapter 57 of title 5, United 24

States Code, while away from their homes or regular places 25
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of business in the performance of service for the Oversight 1

Board. 2

(h) ANNUAL REPORTS.—The Oversight Board shall 3

submit to the Secretary of Defense and the Committees on 4

Armed Services of the Senate and the House of Representa-5

tives each year a report on its activities during the pre-6

ceding year, including any findings and recommendations 7

of the Oversight Board as a result of such activities. 8

SEC. 1424. OPTION FOR MEMBERS OF RESERVE COMPO-9

MENT FACILITIES CLOSEST TO HOME FOR 11

The Secretary of Defense shall expand the opportuni-13

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following: 8

(1) The conduct of public-private competitions 9

for the performance of Department of Defense func-10

tions, based on Office of Management and Budget 11

Circular A–76, can lead to dramatic reductions in the 12

workforce, undermining an agency’s ability to per-13

form its mission. 14

(2) The Army Garrison commander at the Wal-15

ter Reed Army Medical Center has stated that the ex-16

tended A–76 competition process contributed to the 17

departure of highly skilled administrative and main-18

tenance personnel, which led to the problems at the 19

Walter Reed Army Medical Center. 20

(b) MORATORIUM.—During the one-year period begin-21

ning on the date of the enactment of this Act, no study or 22

competition may be begun or announced pursuant to sec-23

tion 2461 of title 10, United States Code, or otherwise pur-24

suant to Office of Management and Budget Circular A–76 25
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relating to the possible conversion to performance by a con-1

tractor of any Department of Defense function carried out 2

at a military medical facility . 3

(c) REPORT REQUIRED.—Not later than 180 days 4

after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary 5

of Defense shall submit to the Committee on Armed Services 6

of the Senate and the Committee on Armed Services of the 7

House of Representatives a report on the public-private 8

competitions being conducted for Department of Defense 9

functions carried out at military medical facilities as of 10

the date of the enactment of this Act by each military de-11

partment and defense agency. Such report shall include— 12

(1) for each such competition— 13

(A) the cost of conducting the public-private 14

competition; 15

(B) the number of military personnel and 16

(e) NATIONAL PLANNING SCENARIOS.—The plan shall 11

provide for response to the following hazards: Nuclear deto-12

nation, biological attack, biological disease outbreak/pan-13

demic flu, the plague, chemical attack-blister agent, chem-14

ical attack-toxic industrial chemicals, chemical attack-nerve 15

agent, chemical attack-chlorine tank explosion, major hurri-16

cane, major earthquake, radiological attack-radiological 17

dispersal device, explosives attack-bombing using impro-18

vised explosive device, biological attack-food contamination, 19

biological attack-foreign animal disease and cyber attack. 20

SEC. 1615. DETERMINATION OF DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE 21

CIVIL SUPPORT REQUIREMENTS. 22

(a) DETERMINATION OF REQUIREMENTS.—The Sec-23

retary of Defense shall determine the military-unique capa-24

bilities needed to be provided by the Department of Defense 25

SEC. 1701. PURPOSE. 1

The purpose of this title is to establish a Defense Read-2

iness Production Board to identify and designate critical 3

readiness requirements, to improve the utilization of the de-4

fense industrial base, and to provide authorities to the Sec-5

retary of Defense and the Secretaries of the military depart-6

ments to address critical readiness requirements. 7

SEC. 1702. ESTABLISHMENT OF DEFENSE READINESS PRO-8

DUCTION BOARD. 9

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary of Defense shall 10

establish a Defense Readiness Production Board (in this 11

subtitle referred to as the ‘‘Board’’) within the Office of the 12

Secretary of Defense. 13

of 16 members appointed by the Secretary of Defense 16

(3) MILITARY PERSONNEL.—The Secretary shall 21

appoint members from among officers of the Armed 22

of the Armed Forces, including at least two represent-5

atives of the National Guard and two individuals 6

with responsibilities relating to a depot activity.

ment, and supplies; and 7

(iii) identify and formally designate 8

critical readiness requirements. 9

(B) In this title, the term ‘‘critical readiness 10

requirements’’ means shortfalls in equipment or 11

supplies that materially reduce readiness of the 12

Armed Forces and that— 13

(i) cannot be adequately addressed by 14

identifying acceptable substitute capabilities 15

or cross leveling of equipment that does not 16

unacceptably reduce the readiness of other 17

Armed Forces; and 18

(ii) that are likely to persist for more 19

than two years based on currently projected 20

budgets and schedules for deliveries of 21

equipment and supplies. 22

(A) to determine where industrial capacity 10

existing systems currently maintained outside 17

the depot system as a means of promoting com-18

petition, attracting non-traditional suppliers, 19

and expanding the business base of traditional 20

suppliers.
